(Page 2, Clause 3.3) — Insert the following at the end: 
‘Such modification(s) shall be incorporated permanently or as an optional feature on combine harvester that has 


already undergone commercial test.’ 


(Page 2, Clause 3.4) — Substitute the following for the existing text: 


‘3.4 Technical Extension 


The testing station which carried out the original test can issue “technical extension report” by conducting required 
test(s) on combine harvester for certain parameters/improvements such as modification in the cooling 
system/special characteristics, changes related to statutory/regulatory requirements etc. For reference, a list of 
parameters eligible for issuing technical extension is given in Table 2. The improvements shall be incorporated 
permanently/or as an optional feature on combine harvester model which had already undergone commercial test. 
The results shall be reported in the technical extension report. A separate test report shall be released for the 
technical extension and shall contain the reference of original test report.’ 


(Page 3, Clause 4) — Insert the following new clause after 4.2.4. 


‘4.3 In case of a parameter not meeting evaluative requirements of this standard, the ‘repeat test’ as defined in 
3.2.3 may be conducted. In case of a parameter not meeting evaluative requirements of this standard even after 
the repeat test, the manufacturer shall withdraw the combine harvester from test and incomplete commercial test 
report shall be released by the testing authority. Subsequently, the manufacturer shall offer a fresh sample for 
complete initial commercial test again.’ 


(Page 3, Clause 5.4) — Insert the following at the end: 


‘No field test shall be conducted, if no major breakdowns and conforming field performance were observed in the 
field test during ICT.’ 


[Page 5, Table 1, SI No. v) b), col (6)] — Substitute ‘As per road transport condition’ for ‘In actual field 
condition.’ 


[Page 5, Table 1, SI No. vii) a) to g)] — Delete. 
(Page 8, Clause 6.1.1) — Substitute the following for the existing text: 


‘If manufacturer desires, the features enlisted in Table 2 may be declared as optional features which are not 
affecting combine harvester performance with base model, same shall be inspected/verified on the same sample 
under test and shall be incorporated in the Initial Commercial Test (ICT) report. The optional features available 
on ‘Base model’ will be considered to be available on all the ‘Variant (s)’ of base model.’ 
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(Page 8, Table 2) — Substitute the following for the existing table:
